About $4,600 Given in September; Must Pay $5,000 More 
November 1; Let’s Establish the Sword of the Lord 
For Great Future Expansion and Usefulness

One big item in the big expansion program of the Sword 
of the Lord is a new building, which should cost some $250,- 
000. (Other aims include a million paid circulation for 
The Sword of the Lord, 50,000 members of the Sword Book 
Club, etc.) Meantime, we have felt compelled to purchase 
the Singspiration building in Wheaton for immediate expan- 
sion; and we moved part of our office force to the new build- 
ing, two stories, with full basement, the first week in October. 
This building is a, good investment, we can get our money out 
of it, we think, any time, if needed. 


On the new building, we are 
to pay $5,000 per month for sev- 
eral months. About $4;600 came 
in for the Building Fund. during 
September. That means that out 
of our regular Sword budget, we 
were forced to supply some $400 
on the October 1 payment. But 
our regular budget is desperately 
strained all the time; and we will 
have to pay back that $400 out of 
the Building Fund, and pay other 
promotional costs, besides raising 


$5,000 for the November 1 pay- 
ment of ‘tthe Singspiration build- 
ing. 

I am deeply grateful, and so 
is Dr. McCall, and all the Sword 
ofifice force, for the gifts during 
September which ranged from $1 
to $100. But now November 1 is 
only a few days away, and I beg 
you, all who gave last month, ‘to 
give again this month if you can;

The New Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible

Many questions are “coming about the New Revised 
Standard translation of the Bible. J. L. Harrison of Atlanta, 


Georgia, writes: 
“Dear Brother Rice: 

“Recently I have had several 
members of my Bible class to ask 
me my opinion of the New Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bi- 
ble that goes on sale this month. 
INot having read or heard much 
about it, I cannot satisfy 
minds about it. 

“Also I have been told that the 
IWational Council of Churches of 
Christ of America, who sponsored 
this work and who hold the copy- 


right, is not a_ true-to-the-Bible 
organization. 
“Having read several of your 


books and THE SworpD OF THE LORD 
regularly, I don’t know of any- 
one more capable of giving the 
true facts about this Bible and 
this Council of Churches. 

“I would appreciate very much 
if you could find time to give me 
some information about this as it 


‘ would be a great help to me and 


the class.

The Editor’s Answer 
October 3, 

My dear Brother Harrison: 
I am glad to have your letter 
inquiring about the New Revised 

standard Version of the Bible. 

First, it is true that the Na- 
tional Council of Churches have 
sponsored this translation, and the 
leadership of this Council is mod- 
€rnistic. It is not true that all of 
the Council is modern. Many

- ehurehes are in the Council which 


includes saved people who believe 
the Bible. But the leadership of 
the National Council of Churches 
is definitely modernistic, and the 
scholars who prepared this trans- 
lation are principally modernists. 


- Second, this modernism did not 
have much chance to come out, 
since the translation made by 
many scholars would be checked 
so that one man’s opinion would 
be corrected somewhat by another. 
Fowever, the personal pronoun 
vou is used about Christ, while 
tae more reverent form thou is 
wsed about God many times. The 
committee intended, it said, that 
tou should be used with reference 
to God. That indicates that the 
committee did not accept Jesus 
as God in human form. I under- 


‘stand also that in one place or 


two, “The only begotten Son of 
od” was changed to “The only 
son of God,” leaving out the word 


which is in the Greek, and with- 


eut any legitimate excuse. 
Third, the propaganda and ad- 


their 
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vertising about this new transla- 
tion is not reliable. The book is 
copyrighted, sold by one publisher, 
and sold for profit, so one needs 
to take with a grain of salt all the 
claims about it. It is false to say 
that this new translation corrects 
6,000 errors found in the King 
James translation. It is wrong to 
cast reflection on the King James 
Version of the Bible, which is a 
good solid translation. This trans- 
lation never will, I think, take the 
place of the King James Version. 

Fourth, the New Revised Stan- 
dard Version is not as accurate as 
the King James Version in a 
good many cases. That is true 
partly because often these men, 
not having the same reverence for 
the literal Word of God as pre- 
vious translators sometimes have 
had, have given a parapbrase and 
not a literal translation. So it is 
not as exact. Again, in the King 
James Version usually any word 
supplied by the translator is put 
in italics so that the reader can 
instantly know any words that 
are supplied for the sake of clear- 
er sense, by the translators. That 
devise is dropped in this new 
translation, and now one cannot 
tell what words are supplied which 
were not in the original Greek or 
Hebrew. 

I think that the New Revised 
Standard Version is far better 
than the average one-man trans- 
lation. I like it better than the 
Weymouth translation, far better 
than the Moffatt translation, and 
very, very much more than the 
Letters to Young Churches by 
Phillips, -which is an abominable 
paraphrase. But it is not as good 
as the American Standard Ver- 
sion and not as good as the King 
James Version, either as far as 
accuracy or reverence is con- 
cerned. 

I have one of these New Revised 
Standard Versions and will have 
it on my desk for study and com- 
parison when necessary. But I will 
continue to use both in the pulpit 
and in private devotion my King 
James Version as a general thing.

A Unique Ministry 

The ministry of The Big Broth-

MARY (Awestruck and breath- 
less): Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord: be it unto me according to 
thy word. 

(The angel leaves) 

(Mary stands, face uplifted, pray- 
ing softly.) 

MARY: Praise God! Praise God! 
I to be the mother of the Saviour! 
My soul doth magnify the Lord, 
and my spirit hath rejoiced in God 
my Saviour. For he hath regard- 
ed the low estate of his hand- 
maiden: for, behold, from hence- 
forth all generations shall call me 
blessed. For he that is mighty 
hath done to me great things; and 
holy is his name. And His mercy 
is on them that fear him from 
generation to generation. He hath 
shewed strength with his arm; he 
hath scattered the proud in the 
imagination of their hearts. He 
hath put down the mighty from 
their seats, and exalted them of 
low degree. He hath filled the hun- 


gry with good things; and the rich 


he hath sent empty away. He hath 
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holpen his servant Israel, in re- 
membrance of his mercy; as he 
spake to our father, to Abraham, 
and to his seed for ever.

SCENE II 


Gabriel Appears to 
Joseph 


(Scene: a simple room with a 
couch or cot properly covered. A 
very plain room) 

HERALD READS: Matthew 1:18, 
19, 20.—‘“‘Now the birth of Jesus 
Christ was on this wise: When as 
his mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Then Joseph her husband, being 
a just man, and not willing to 
make her a publick example, was 
minded to put her away privily.” 
(Scene opens with Joseph walk- 
ing back and forth, very sad. Sighs 
deeply, shakes his head in sorrow. ) 
JOSEPH: I cannot accuse Mary 
publicly. I cannot! To see her 
stoned and dead as an adulteress? 
I cannot! And yet she is with 
child. Well, I must rest. My God 
will show me what to do. (He lies 
on the couch: After a pause): I 
suppose I must put her away pri- 
vately... Who could have led her 
astray? O Mary! Mary! (Covers 
his face with his hands. Gradually 
becomes quiet and sleeps.) 
HERALD READS: But while he 
thought on these things, behold 
the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto him in a dream —— 


(The angel appears) 
ANGEL: Joseph! thou son of Da- 
vid! (Joseph hearing and seeing in 
a dream raises on one elbow and 
listens intently but does not look 
at angel.) Fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that 
which is conceived in her is of the 
Holy Ghost. And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shall save 
his people from their sins. 
HERALD READS: Matthew 1:22- 
25.—‘‘Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, 
saying, Behold, a virgin shall be 
with child, and shall bring forth 
a son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpret- 
ed is, God with us. Then Joseph 
being raised from sleep did as the 
angel of the Lord had bidden him, 
and took unto him his wife: and 
knew her not till she had brought 
forth her firstborn son; and he 
called his name JESUS.” 

(Joseph arises, his face lighted 


with joy.) 
JOSEPH: It was the angel of God! 
Mary is pure! My sweetheart 


Mary! So SHE is the virgin who 
is to bear the Saviour, the Son 
of God! A will take her to my 
home and guard her tenderly until 
the Messiah is born. And I will 
call Him JESUS, as the angel said. 
Praise God! He will be our Sa- 
viour! And then dear Mary will 
become my wife. Thank God! 
Thank God! 


Joseph and Mary Come 
To Bethlehem 


HERALD READS: LUKE 2:1-7: 
“And it came to pass in those 
days, that there went out a decree 
from Caesar Augustus, that all 
the world should be taxed. (And 
this taxing was first made when 
Cyrenius was governor of Syria.) 
And all went to be taxed, every 
one into his own city. And Joseph 
also went up from Galilee, out of 
the city of Nazareth, into Judea, 
unto the city of David, which is 
called Bethlehem; (because he 
was of the house and lineage of 
David;) to be taxed with Mary 
his espoused wife, being great 
with child. And so it was, that, 
while they were there, the days 
were accomplished that she should 
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be delivered. And she brought 
forth her firstborn son, and wrap- 
ped him in swaddling clothes, and 
laid him in a manger; because 
there was no room for them in the 
inn.” 

Song: “Oh Little Town of Bethle- 
hem” 

(Joseph and Mary appear in the 
back of the tabernacle at the east 
front door. Joseph leads a donkey, 
or better, walks beside him. Mary 
rides. Mary seems very, very tired. 
When they are about half way 
down the aisle Mary speaks).— 
[THIS PAGEANT WAS PLAN- 
NED WITH INTENTION OF IT 
BEING GIVEN AT THE FUNDA- 
MENTALIST BAPTIST TABER- 
NACLE IN DALLAS. SOME 
CHANGES WILL HAVE TO BE 
MADE WHEN GIVEN IN OTH- 
ER BUILDINGS REGARDING 
ENTRANCE TO THE BUILD- 
ING, ETC.] 


MARY: Joseph, I am so tired. 
Can't we get a room anywhere? 
JOSEPH: Be patient, dear Mary. 
The prophet has foretold that the 
Saviour must be born here in 
Bethlehem. God will provide a 
place. There is one more inn. We 
will try -there. 

(They come down the aisle to the 
door leading to Sunday School 
section. [AS STATED BEFORE 
CHANGES WILL HAVE TO BE

knocks. The innkeeper comes to 
the door carrying a light.)

Angels Appear to 
the Shepherds 


(Shepherds—any number from 
four to twenty—gather around 
the campfire made of a red elec- 
tric globe under a pile of sticks. 
Shepherds are seated as curtains 
open.) 

HERALD READS: Luke 2:8— 
“And there were in the same coun- 
try shepherds abiding in the field, 
keeping watch over their flock by 
night.” 

FIRST SHEPHERD: Our flocks 
lie resting quietly in the valley. 
They have no fear. And my broth- 
ers, even so, we need have no fear 
as our King David said, ““The Lord 
is my shepherd; I shall not want. 
He maketh me to lie down in 
green pastures: he leadeth me be- 
side the still waters. He restor- 
eth my soul.” 

SECOND SHEPHERD: Yes, and 
I feel that the coming of the Shep- 
herd of Israel, our Messiah, is 
near. So long the prophets have 
foretold it. I long to see Him. 
THIRD SHEPHERD: One of the

ing to keep you from wearing a 
white frock down, but there will 
be a good deal to keep you from 
wearing one back.’” And when 
once white is soiled it is not easy 
to remove the stain whether it 
be on a woman’s dress or a Wo- 
man’s soul; and there is scarce a 
sin of which a woman is capable, 
which stains her more deeply than 
that which tthe woman of the text 
was charged. Someone has written 
very truthfully: 
“Not in the clamor of the crowd- 
ed street, 
Not in the shouts and plaudits 
of the throng, 
But in ourselves are triumphs 
or defeat.” . 
It was a crime against society. 
Society has always been com- 
pelled to so regard this sin, and 


the state that does not both legis- 


late against it, and then execute 
its laws, is doomed. This was the 
sin that wrecked Rome; it was the 
moral gangrene of this sin that 
made for the death of Greece; 
and today governments of the 
world, without exception, are 
threatened by the social vice as 
by no other iniquity, the accursed 
saloon evil not excepted. The in- 
tense hatred of this iniquity felt 
by the Puritans is past. The fallen 
woman is no longer compelled to 
walk the streets with a scarlet let- 
ter blazing her shame to every 
onlooker; nor does she take her 
place on the block and suffer 
stripes for the same. 

And yet, common as is the 
transgression of, the seventh com- 
mandment, society looks with dis- 
favor upon the known guilty; and, 
in America at least, and most of 
the states of Europe, the statutes 
speak against it in no uncertain 
terms, and every man who takes 
the oath of office and is in posi- 
tion of considerable power in 
village, city or commonwealth, 
pledges his opposition to this in- 
iquity. And yet how easy some 
of these same officials forget that 
oath! 

What the mayor of a city can 
do by way of deterring adultery 
was shown in Philadelphia when 
Weaver held that office in the 
Quaker City. It was illustrated 
in Denver just a year ago when 
forty young women, supposed to 
have good reputations, were pulled 
out of wine-rooms in one evening 
and sent weeping to the lockup 
at the order of chief of police, 
Delaney. The morals of Minneapo- 
lis in this matter are absolutely 
in the hands of its mayor. The mo- 
ment he gives. an order to raid 
the houses of illfame, and the in- 
stitutions that, under the names 
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I was glad to have a letter some 
time ago from James O. A. Sho- 
aga, a Christian native in Nigeria, 
British West Africa. He writes a 
good hand in English and this is 
what he said: 

“Dear Brother Rice: 

“T am so glad when I received 
the newspaper, which you sent to 
me recently (January copy.) I am 
so pleased to inform you that the 
paper of THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
is a very good paper for all Chris- 
tian fellow.

The, 
man at the scale is shouting, 
“What will you give for her?” 
And an old woman—a very hag 
—answers, “6p. per pound.” 
“What,” says the auctioneer, 
“only 6p.? Look; she is plump; 
she has on good clothes and brace- 
lets thrown in.” “What is the 
good of bracelets and such trash 
to me,” replies the old woman. 
“I want her.” In the end 6p., % 
penny a pound, is agreed upon, 
and she is actually sold at 1 pound 
10s 3d by weight, ito be sent away 
to Canton to be sold again for 
S pound. What for? The end is 
unmentionable but perfectly un- 
derstood; and the benign officials 
of China, who are talking elo- 
quently about forbidding ‘the ex- 
porting of cattle for fear of im- 
povenishing the country, are mak- 
ing no mention whatever lest the 
sale of the souls of girls should 
doom and damn it forever. And 
in the average city of America, 
the men in tthe places of authority 
behave but little better than these 
Chinese politicians.

Christianity 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


The test of any system is its teaching as to Christ. If 


g wrong as to Him, we may be sure the entire body of doctrine 


is unscriptural. When this standard of judgment is applied to 
what is known as “The Unity School of Christianity,” fostered 
originally by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Fillmore, and now ad- 
vocated by many thousands of health and prosperity seekers, 
it proves to be as truly opposed to real Biblical Christianity 
as any heresy referred to in this volume, To the Unity people 
the true Christ of God is unknown. According to them, Jesus 
was a man of unusual spiritual insight and abandonment to the 
will of God. The Christ is the cosmic spirit of the Universe, 
the Deity, which abode in Him and dwells in every man, and 
even in every creature. The Christ is in fact the universal 
life. The system is thoroughly pantheistic. 


They teach that the term 
“Unity” refers, not as naturally 
might be supposed, to the unity 
of the Godhead, but to the unity 
of all life with the one life, the 
divine. Jesus apprehended this in 
the fullest sense, hence He could 
say, “I and My Father are Cne.” 
Every enlightened person can say 
the same. Jesus was a son of God 
in the same sense that all are sons 
of God: the divine was within Him 
as in all of us. 

Unlike Eddyism, or _ so-called 
Christian Science, with .which it 
practically agrees as to Christ, 
the Unity School admits the real- 
ity of the body and its ills, but 
insists that the recognition of 
one’s own deity gives deliverance 
from sickness, infirmity and dis- 
tress of every kind. Testimonials 
are adduced in abundance, of sick 
people who became well through 
constant insistence on their own 
deity, of those who for years 
struggled with poverty, who be- 
came wealthy because of their 
recognition of their invincibility 
as divinely able to do all things 


through the recognition of this in- 


ward being, and so to conquer op- 
posing forces. 

Unity uses Biblical terms with 
unbiblical meaning and hence is 
likely to deceive the very elect. 
It speaks of sin, redemption and 
atonement, but none of these 
words mean ito the adherents of 
this school what they meant to 
the inspired writers of the Holy 
Scriptures. According to “Unity,” 
sin is ignorance. Redemption is ac- 


It was a crime against a holy 
God. He who had home interests 
at heart, and who must maintain 
His own righteous character, had 
said, “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery.” His right had been 
trampled under foot by this Mag- 
dalene; His honor had been for- 
gotten; the suffering of His heart 
for righteousness’ sake had been 
despised—and her name is legion. 

Of course we have people now 
who tell us that the Ten Com- 
mandments are out of date any- 
how; but I find that those who 
have %rown so wise as to be clear- 
ly convinced that the Word of God 
is not inspired, and that the deca- 
logue is nothing better than a 
social code which came about under 
evolution of human life, and ithat 
only the feeble-minded are bound 
by it, are quite unwilling to put 
in practice their own theories 
when personal interests are there- 
by imperiled. No man whose wife’s 
honor is involved will talk after 
that manner; no man worthy the 
name of man, whose daughter’s 
purity is despoiled, will talk af- 
ter that manner. I read a little 
illustration the other day that re- 
veals the. fallacy of such folderol. 
In the East end of London.a 
vicar, Rev. Walsh Ditchfield, went 
into a shoemaker’s shop and in- 
vited the cobbler to come ito 
church. “No, indeed,” said the 
man, “I am not going to hear the 
Ten Commandments and then say,

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complished by- the recognition of 
one’s own divinity. Atonement is 
the result of this—the at-one-ness 
with God that enables a man to 
say, “I am ‘that I am. I am in- 
finite love, infinite power, infinite 
goodness. I deny all evil and all 
that makes for poverty and illness 
or other evils,” 

The devotees are taught to re- 
peat over and over certain form- 
ulas such as, “I am that I am. I 
am Spirit. I am Life. I am the 
Christ. I know no evil. I deny all 
sin and sickness. I have all power. 
I am God manifest in the flesh.” 
The constant reiteration of these 
blasphemies until they become an 
obsession gives a sense of su- 
periority to the ordinary ills that 
flesh is heir to which makes for 
cheerfulness and peace of mind 
—albeit a false peace—that en- 
ables one to triumph to a great 
extent over an inferiority complex 
or a depressed state of mind, 
which is readily mistaken for 
miraculous or divine healing. 

But, needless to say, all this 
is the very antithesis to the scrip- 
tural teaching which insists that 
there can be no unity between a 
holy God and sinful men till re- 
generation and justification by 
grace. And even then the saved 
man does not become part of God, 
but is a partaker of the divine 
nature imparted only when he be- 
lieves the gospel, so that he be- 
comes a child of God by a second 
birth and a son of God by faith 
in Christ Jesus. 

A more careful examination of 
the Unity cult shows it to be a 
conglomeration of ancient errors 
presented to modern seekers after 
truth as a new and attractive dis- 
covery. In addition to its gnostic 
ideas as to Christ and Jesus, it 
is theosophical in that it teaches 
the Hindu doctrine of reincarna- 
tion. Through many earth lives the 
soul is supposed to be struggling 
upward to attain eternal rest. How 
different this is to the glorious 
truth of the gospel that “through 
the one offering of our Lord Jesus 
Christ the believer is justified 
from all things and perfected for- 
ever in the sight of God because 
‘He haith made us accepted in the 
Beloved.” Contrast with this the 
frank statement of the author of 
a little tract sent out from the 
Unity headquarters, entitled, ‘‘The 
Origin and Growth of the Unity 
Movement:” “Unity has been 
called Theosophy because it ad- 
mits the necessity of reincarnation 
to the end that every soul may 
have opportunity to overcome its 
weaknesses and finally attain the 
Christ standard for man.” . 

This is a complete denial of. th 
gospel of the grace of God. It is 
salvation by enlightenment and by 
human merit, and leaves no place 
for the true propitiatory work of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. ;

“And the scribes and the Phari- 
sees bring a woman taken in adul-

midst, they say unto him, Teach- 
er, this woman hath been taken 
in adultery, in the very act. Now 
in the law Moses commanded us 
to stone such: what then sayest 
thou of her” (John 8:3-5, R.V.)? 

They criticized in wunsparing 
speech. They use the darkest word 
known to their tongue with which 
to tell the Lord of her iniquity. 
They waited until Jesus was in the 
Temple and was thronged on every 
side and had sat down to teach, 
and then they dragged this unwill- 
ing subject .before His righteous 
eyes and into the midst of the 
multitude. It may be bad enough 
for a sinner to fall into the hands 
of an angry God; it seems to be 
worse for one to fall into the hands 
of fellowmen. The Bible enjoins up- 
on us to confess Our faults one to 
another; we seem to have the cus- 
tom of translating it into, “Con- 
fess the faults of one another.” 
The story goes that a gentleman, 
thinking to discover the particular 
denomination of a little girl’s 
church without the direct ques- 
tion, asked her, “What do they 
do in your church, my dear?” 
“Please, sir,’”’ she replied, ‘“‘they 
confess one another’s faults’’—an 
answer which left him at sea as 
to tthe particular denomination to 
which she belonged; and I want 
to tell you that outside.of the 
church the speech of critics is 
more unsparing still. 

I have no doubt tthat the scribes 
and the Pharisees were about as 
well behaved as any people of 
their time, but they took partic- 
ular pleasure in parading the ini- 
quities of others, under ‘the im- 
pression, doubtless, that they were 
thereby proving their own right- 
eousness. It is a false impression. 
A gentleman, riding on top of a 
jaunting car in Dublin some years 
ago, says he looked and saw on 
a building the words, “Post no 
ills.” Doubtless at one time it 
had read, “Post no bills,” but 
some mischievous boy had rubbed 
out the “b” and made it read now, 


“Post no ills.” The boy had im- 


proved it. There are all too many 
people that are engaged in the

business of posting the “ills” of 
others. As this writer says, “One 
would sometimes almost think 
that the Master’s command to 
‘Love one another!’ was now to 
be translated ‘Label one another! 

They criticized in unsympathet- 
ic spirit. “This woman hath been 
taken in adultery, in the very act.” 
There was not a suggestion of 
sympathy in the direful indict- 
ment. God forbid that I should 
say one word that condones sin; 
but on the other hand, let me 
remind you ‘that God has reserved 
the right of pronouncing final 
sentence upon the same. And the 
man who goes into God’s temple 
and ‘thanks God that he is not 
a sinner, and looks with contempt 
upon some offending publican 
whose vices are not denied, is not 
justified. His hard spirit and his 
Pharisaical statements are as of- 
fensive in God’s sight as is vio- 
lation of the moral law. There 
is a legend of two saints in the 
Greek church—Cassianus, a type 
of monastic asceticism, and St. 
Nicholas, the type of a _ genial, 
unselfish Christianity. When St. 
Cassianus enters Heaven and 
Christ says to him, “What hast 
thou seen on earth, Cassianus?” 
he replies, “I saw a peasant floun- 
dering with his wagon in a 
marsh.” “Didst thou help him?” 
“No.” “Why not,” asks the Mas- 
ter. “I was coming before Thee,” 
said Cassianus, ‘‘and I was afraid 
of soiling my white robes.” Then 
St. Nicholas enters Heaven all 
covered with mud ahd mire. “Why 


so stained and soiled, St. Nicho- 


las?” asks the Master. “I saw a 
peasant floundering in a marsh, 
and I put my shoulder to the 
wheel and helped him out,” he 
makes answer. “Blessed art thou! 
Thou didst well! Thou didst bet- 
ter than Cassianus!” says the 
Lord. It is only the parable of the 
Good Samaritan repeated in anoth- 
er form, and it -is well for us to re- 
member that that parable origi- 
nally passed the lips of Christ. 
Frederick W. Faber once wrote: 


“Time was when I believed that 
wrong

To cherish, not reject. 


“Now better taught by Thee, O

winning has been made incidental. 
Worldly-minded pastors and 
‘church leaders have not wanted 
the stir, the challenge, the heart- 
searching, the purging which genu- 
ine revival and evangelism bring. 
People have wanted to avoid the 
criticism of worldly people. De- 
nominational leaders have been 
more intent upon building up a 
denominational program getting 
strong church budgets established, 
and in growing prestige among peo- 
ple, than in the fundamental busi- 
ness of soul winning. We must 
‘continue to stir revival fires, to 
teach that soul winning is the 
first business of every Christian, 
that soul winning is the one pur- 
pose that really justifies the exist- 
ence of a church. We must show 


ee D 


doubt the absolute integrity of 
the Bible. The propaganda for the 
New Revised Version of the Bible 
casts reflection on the integrity of 
the Bible, talks about so-called 
“mistakes.” We need to fight out 
the great problems of the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible, the deity 
of Jesus Christ, the virgin birth, 
His blood atonement. the Bible 
doctrine of Hell and eternal pun- 
ishment and similar doctrines. Un- 
less there is some standard set 
up continually teaching what the 
Bible claims for itself, what the 
Bible teaches about great doc- 
trines, thousands of young minis- 
ters Will be led astray. 

We need a constant watch cn 
the heresies and false cults of the 


people that soul winning is the 
one central part in God’s call to 
the ministry and to the mission 
field. 
| We must answer the critics of 
‘evangelism. We must help show 
up excesses and hurtful practices 
by soul Winners and set them a 
‘good standard of sacrifice and 
'holy living, of brotherly love and 
fellowship, of constructiveness and 
cooperation with the churches. I 
say THE SwWorD OF THE LoRD must 
stir revival fires, must be a voice 
for evangelism everywhere. 
Second, THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
must help to restore great Bible 
preaching to the pulpits of Ameri- 
ca and the English-speaking world. 
We are determined to stress Bible 
preaching. We are determined to 
give preachers inspiration and en- 
couragement, illustrations, out- 
lines, and Bible expositions that 
‘will enrich their ministry and give 
‘them boldness in preaching the 
Word of God. We must teach 
preachers anew to oppose sin, to 
be the prophets of God instead of 
the hirelings of worldly church 
officers.

ond coming of Christ. THE Sworp 
has majored on great Bible preach- 
ing, and We suppose that no other 
half-dozen Christian magazines in 
ithe English-speaking world has so 
‘emphasized Bible preaching as has 
THE SworpD OF THE LorRD. We have 
published more sermons by great- 
‘er men of the past and greater 
| soul winners of the present than 
any other half-dozen Christian 
| magazines with which we are fa- 
miliar. And a constant stream of 
‘letters from preachers make it

Testament. Christianity in mighty 
power in the churches wherever 
the English language is spoken 
and among preachers and Chris- 
tians everywhere who read THS

est prayer, I feel that God wants 
us to seek a million paid subscrib- 
ers for THE SWORD OF THE LORD.

velism. Thank God, we have been 
used of God to help break down 
the opposition, to answer the ques- 
tions and argufents and objec- 
tions of those who oppose evangel- 
ism. Thank God, we were not 
alone—we have had the help of 
great Christian leaders far and 
near, and God, who knows where 
the credit belongs, will see that 
each one is rewarded for his part. 
But I know that God can use THE 


SworD OF THE LorRD wonderfully 
to bring about revivals, great 
sweeping revivals with tens of 
thousands saved, revivals like 
those of D. L. Moody and of Billy 
Sunday and even greater, if we

How Long Will It Take? 


How long will it take to extend 
the subscription list of THE SworD 
OF THE LORD to a million homes? 
It could take ten years. Or it may 
be done in half that time. That 
will depend upon what help we 
have from Christian people. 


Let me say, first of all, that 
obviously I, unaided, cannot in- 
crease the circulation of THE 


SworD to a million circulation. I 
do not believe that any one man 
living could do it. If you study 
the field of Christian journalism, 
you will find that the independent, 
fundamental] Christian magazines 
generally waver under 100,000 
paid circulation and seem not able 
to get above that figure. I think 
that is partly because they appeal 
to some particular class of people 
more than to the general public. 
If THE SworD OF THE LorD would 
just appeal to Sunday School 
teachers, it could never reach a 
million circulation. If it were oc- 
cupied primarily with the alumni 
of some particular school, it would 
never reach a million paid circu- 
lation. If it were promoting some 
particular denominational pro- 
gram, it would never reach a mil- 
lion circulation. However, we be- 
lieve that the aims and objectives 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD make 
it needed everywhere and make 
possible a much larger subscrip- 
tion list than other independent 
fundamental Christian magazines 
ever attained. 


But one man cannot do it. We 
in the office of THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD with some sixty-five workers 
cannot do it. The ‘little editorial 
group including myself; my broth- 
er, Evangelist Bill Rice, assistant 
editor; and the Minister of Revival 
Promotion, Dr. D. A. McCall, can- 
not do it. Even with the help of 
the ten evangelists on our staff 
of the Sword of the Lord officially, 
we cannot do it. 


But if God puts it on the hearts 
of all the people who really stand 
for what THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
stands for; who really want what 
we want, and are willing to help 
us do the work for God which all 
of us agree ought to be done, then 
We can reach a million paid cir- 
culation.

Why We Cannot Pay For 
Buildings and Enlargement 
Out of Earnings 


If the Sword of the Lord were 
a commercial enterprise, a money- 
making venture, we would expect 
to build new buildings and enlarge 
our great program out of the prof- 
its of ‘the venture. But this is not 
a money-making venture. This 
Sword of the Lord Foundation is 
a corporation chartered not-for- 
profit under the laws of Illinois, 
as of January 1, 1947. But before 
that, for long years, it was car- 
ried on on a strictly non-profit 
basis. When I owned the busi- 
ness entirely, the Sword of the 
Lord bank account was kept en- 
tirely separate; and I took no 
salary, took no profit.

and as earnestly as I could to 
advance the work. So the Sword 
of the Lord, our book publishing 
business, the Sword Book Club, 
the summer conferences on re- 
vival and soul winning, the local 
Christian bookstore, the Free 
Literature Fund, the Ministers and 
Missionary’s Subscription Fund 
—all these are really on a non- 
profit basis; and in the nature 
of the case they cannot furnish 
any profit or net gain to pay for 
new buildings and for an enlarged 
program. 

Any thoughtful reader can see 
why this is so. First, THe Sworp 
OF THE Lorp subscription price is 
only $2 a year. If we charged 
$3 a year subscription price, and 
got aS many subscriptions as at 
present, it would mean about $90, 
000 more during the last year than 
we got. But actually many of our 
subscribers would be left behind, 
with any stiff increase in rates. 
Yet other comparable Christian 
magazines charge around $3 a 
year. We have intentionally set 
the price as low as possible in 
order to reach more people with 
the Gospel. And we believe that 
pleases the Lord. But it leaves 
us without the income that we 
might otherwise have. 


Again, it is obvious that all the 
money we raise for free litera- 
ture, which is sent around the 
world, published in some thirteen 
‘languages, thousands of dollars 
annually, cannot leave any profit 
for new buildings or expansion. 

The books we publish are gen- 
erally priced a little cheaper, for 
the same quality of paper bind- 
ing, the same number of pages per 
book, than similar books by other 
publishers. For example, for long 
years we have sold my _ book, 
Prayer-Asking and Receiving, 328 
extra large pages, bound in genu- 
ine cloth, printed on nice paper, 
for only $2. Now we have been 
compelled to raise that price to 
$2.50. But similar books put out 
by other publishers generally sell 
for $3. 

On the Sword Book Club, we 
have lost money nearly every year 
of its existence. It has done enor- 
mous good, however, and we hope 
within a few months to have it 
on a self sustaining basis. But 
certainly there has been no profit 
received from the Book Club, 
which could apply on new build- 
ings or expansion. 

We have ten evangelists on the 
field. They win thousands of souls 
every year. They set a pattern for 
other evangelists, and they are 
widely trusted among pastors. 
They are doing great good. Yet 
it cost us thousands of dollars 
last year to keep these men on 
the field: We have cut down ex- 
penses in that department, and 
now hope to make the depart- 
ment, the Staff of Evangelists, 
self-sustaining, through the sac- 
rificial work of Evangelist Bill 
Rice, the director of the staff. But 
there could be no profits to apply 
on building or expansion. 


Some of us are sacrificing daily 
and gladly to keep this work go- 
ing, to spread revival fires, to 
win souls, to defend the faith, to 
strengthen Christians. Thank God, 
He has put His approval on the 
work in a mighty fashion. The 
great men who are on our Co- 
operating Board bear witness to 
the tremendous work which THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD has been used 
of God to do in past years. Tens 
of thousands of pastors and of 
Christian workers could tell of 
how ministries have been trans- 
formed, churches revived, and the 
work of God built up everywhere. 
But this great work naturally is 
not a profitable industry to turn 
back money to be invested in 
expansion, in a new building, and 
in other needs. 


We do not expect a local church 
to sell pew rents, and give oyster 
suppers, and bazaars, and make 
a profit, above expenses. That is 
not God’s way for the church. We
